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The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 40 and 79-83 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. The recitation that the two lamps are substantially parallel and in the same 
direction, and that the only exposed part of the second lamp being exposed is its refractive lens, 
are not explicitly stated in the original patent, although the drawings appear to show that they 
point in generally similar directions. 

Claims 40 and 79-83 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 25 1 as being based upon new matter 
added to the patent for which reissue is sought. The added material which is not supported by 
the prior patent is as follows: The same material mentioned above with respect to §112. 

The reissue oath/declaration filed with this application is defective (see 37 CFR 1.175 
and MPEP § 1414) because of the following: 

The oath does not mention the application from which the Patent for which Reissue is 
sought claims foreign priority, PCT/US92/ 10209. 
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Claims 1-83 rejected as being based upon a defective reissue declaration under 35 U.S.C. 
251 as set forth above. See 37 CFR 1.175. 

The nature of the defect(s) in the declaration is set forth in the discussion above in this 
Office action. In accordance with 37 CFR 1.175(b)(1), a supplemental reissue oath/declaration 
under 37 CFR 1. 175(b)(1) must be received before this reissue application can be allowed. 

Claims 39 and 79-83 are objected to because of the following informalities: They are not 
in the correct format for claims added during Reissue. The strikethrough in claim 39 is 
improper. Deletions should be done with brackets. Because claims 79-83 are new relative to the 
patent, they should be underlined in their entirety. Appropriate correction is required. 

Applicant is notified that any subsequent amendment to the specification and/or claims 
must comply with 37 CFR 1 .173(b). The underlining (for addition) and brackets (for deletion) 
should always be done relative to the orijginal patent , and not relative to any intervening versions 
of the claims. 

AppUcant is reminded of the continuing obligation under 37 CFR 1.178(b), to timely 
apprise the Office of any prior or concurrent proceeding in which Patent No. 5,629,105 is or was 
involved. These proceedings would include interferences, reissues, reexaminations, and 
litigation.

(US 2,245,707) discloses a lantem in which light bulbs may be moved into the center of a 
reflector dish. References cited in the original patent are also hereby made of record.
